I have done an enormous amount of 
work on the medical evidence, i regard it as quite successful, information, beyond oven 
the possibility of rofu&ition, and I'd go so far as to say definitive, any ono of these 
is enough to guarantee the work can't bo printed. 

Wecht is one of the genuine experts in his field, but he knows nothing of the fact 
of the assassination and holds some rather extreme views on what he regards as the 
politics in it/ thorn.
